And every Candidate for 
a firſt degree ſhall be clothed in a black gown, or in 
a coat of a blue grey, a dark blue or a black color ; 


and no one ſhall wear any filk night-gown, on ſaid 


day, nor any gold or filver lace, cord, or edging 
part of hiscloth- 
ing, in the College, or town of Cambridge : And any 
Candidate for his degree, who ſhall negle&t ſuch at- 
tendance, without ſufficient reaſon, to be allowed by 


the Preſident ; or ſhall be habited contrary to this re- 


gulation, 1 ſhallnot be admitted to his — that year. 


VIII. No refident Graduate, nor any Undergra- 
duate, ſhall have any entertainment, after Thurſday, 
in Commencement week, on penalty of a fine not 
exceeding eight dollars, or of degradation. And no 
entertainment ſhall be given, at Commencement, 
without the walls of the Colleges, by any Candidates 
for. a firſt degree, -unleſs by thoſe who live out of 
College by permiſſion, and thoſe whoſe parents - live 
in Cambridge. And if any Candidate ſhall tranſpreſs 
this regulation, he ſhall not be admitted to e pig 


nours _ the Univertity; with his Claſs. 


N. Perſons who have received a FROY® in any 
other Univerſity or College, may, upon proper appli- 
cation, be admitted ad eundem, upon payment only 
of the cuſtomary fee to the Preſident. But honorary 


degrees, conferred by the Corporation, with the con- 


 Fent of the Overſeers, on account of diſtinguiſhing

merit, ſhall be free from all cha La 
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X. Every perſon that has received any degree, 
may have a Diploma, figned by the Corporation, and 
ſealed with the College ſeal, if he ſhall requeſt it, and 
bring to the Preſident a fair copy of the eſtabliſhed 

form, written on vellum or parchment, and other 
things neceſſary thereunto, for which he ſhall pay to 
the Preſident a fee not leſs than one dollar. 

It is the duty of the Corporation and Overſeers, 
not only to make laws and regulations for the good 
order of the ſbciety, and for promoting religion, 
morality and learning among the Students, but alſo, 
from time to time, to inquire into the manner in 
which the laws are carried into execution ; to inſpect 
the conduct of the Undergraduates, and be informed 

what attention they pay to their exerciſes and ſtudies; 
and alſo to inquire and be informed how far the 
Inſtructors of the College perform their reſpective 
duties; to know whether the Profeſſors omit their 
lectures, public and private, and the Tutors to hear 
the Claſſes recite ; and if they do, how frequently; 
that no evils of this kind may be permitted to take 
place, or be eſtabliſhed by cuſtom.

Addition to Law VI. Chap. III. | 

And if any Student, aſter a forenſic queſtion has 
been aſſigned to his Claſs, ſhall go out of town and 
be abſent on the day of diſputation, he ſhall, not- 
withſtanding, prepare his arguments on the queſtion, 
and upon his return ſhall deliver a fair copy to the 
Tutor, under the preceding penalty for neglect. 

Law X. Chap. III. is repealed, and the following 
enatted in its ſtead, viz. The time of the recitation 
of the ſeveral Clafles in the afternoon, from Com- 
mencement till the firſt of Ottober, ſhall be at half an 
hour after four o'clock ; from that time to the middle 
of November at four; from that period till the 
Winter vacation at half an hour after three; from the 
end of the Winter vacation to the middle of March 
at four; from that time till the Spring vacation at 
half an hour after four; and from the end of the 
Spring vacation to Commencement at five. 

Addition to Law XI. Chap. III. viz. 

If any Claſs, or a conliderable part of a Claſs 
ſhall, by combination or agreement abſent themſelves 
from any ſtated exerciſe of a Profeſſor or Tutor, it 
ſhall be in the power of the Proſeſſor or Tutor, whoſe 
exerciſe they neglett, to puniſh each one, ſo abſent- 
ing himſelf, by a fine not exceeding one dollar. If 
the conſideration of ſuch offence be referred to the 
whole of the immediate Government, and in their 
judgment a pecuniary multt may be a ſufficient pun- 
iſhment, it ſhall be in their power to inflict a fine on 
each offender, not exceeding four dollars. 

Law XII. Chap. III 

In the beginning of 'the ſecond line the word 
& eight” is to be ſtruck out, and the word “ ten” to 
be inſerted in its place. Before the laſt Section of

the ſame Law the following is to be inſerted, viz. If 
any 


any Scholar ſhall * out of town on the day when 
the diviſion to which he belongs ſhall declaim, he 
ſhall declaim the next Thurſday after his return, un- 


der the like penalty for neglect. 


To Law XIII. Chap. III, the following Seftion 3 is 
added, viz. Every Scholar appointed to perform 
on days of Exhibition, ſhall be obliged to lodge in 
the hands of the Preſident, or other Officer preſid- 
ing on ſuch occaſions (in cafe of the Preſident's ſick- 
neſs or abſence) a fair copy of his performance; 
and for negleQ, he ſhall be fined a ſum not leſs than 
five, nor more 8 ten dollars, or ſhall ſuffer ſuch 
other College puniſhment, as the aggravation of the 
offence may require. And ſaid copies ſhall be de- 
livered to the Preſident, or preſiding Officer, four 
days, at leaſt, previous to the day of Exhibition, 
If any one ſhall make additions to what 1s contained 
in the copy delivered by him to the Preſident, or 
other preſiding Officer, or ſhall preſume to deliver 
any thing in public which he has been directed to 
omit, he ſhall be fined a ſum not leſs than three, nor 
more than ſix dollars, or ſhall ſuffer ſuch ather Col- 
lege puniſhment, as the aggravation of the offence 
may require, 

The laſt eight lines of Law XIV. Chap. III, after 
theſe words v1z. * ſhall enter upon the buſineſs of 
their reſpective offices”, are to be ſtruck out. 

Law XVI. Chap. III is repealed, and the follow- 
ing enatted in its ſtead, viz, No Undergraduate 
( Senior Sophiſters after the twenty firſt day of June 
excepted) ſhall be abſent a night between the vaca- 
tions, but by leave, for ſome urgent reaſon, granted 
by the Preſident, or in caſe of his abſence, or confine- 
ment by ſickneſs, by the next College Goyernor in 
town, or by the whole Government at a meeting, ac- 
cording to the diſcretion of the Preſident, or of ſuch 
College Governor. And for one night's abſence, 
without aſking ſuch leave, any Undergraduate ſhall 


be fined one dollar ; and for a night's abſence after be- 
ing denied leave, he mall be fined not leſs than two, 


nor 
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nor more than four dollars; or be admoniſhed, de. 
graded, ſuſpended, or ruſticated ; and for all the time 

he may be abſent, he' ſhall be fined the higheſt ſum 

provided by Law in caſes of abſence. 

Should any Undergraduate, aftcr being denicd leave 
of the proper Officer, as aforeſaid, apply to any other 
Officer for ſuch permiſſion, he ſhall he puniſhed for 
ſuch inſult, as for abſence when leave has been re- 
- fuſed ; and ſhouid leave be thus irregularly obtained, 

he ſhall be fined for his whole abſence the higheſt ſum, 


as aforeſaid. | 


No Undergraduate ſhall be abſent a day, without 
leave, for ſome good reaſon, granted by the Profeflor 
and Tutor whaſe exerciſes he is required to attend, on 
ſaid day; or, in caſe of their abſence, by the Prefi- 
dent or the Senior Tutor in town. Any Undergradu- 


ate going aut of town without ſuch leave, ſhall, for the 


rſt offence, be fined fifty cents; for the ſecond, a 
dollar ; for the third, two dollars ; and if he perſiſt in 
{uch offence, he ſhall be admoniſhed, degraded, ſuſ- 
pended, or ruſticated; and for going out of town 
when leave has been denied him, as aforeſaid, he ſhall 


be fined not exceeding two dollars, or be admoniſh- 


ed, degraded, ſuſpended or ruſticated. 
In Law XIX. Chap. III, 

After theſe words in line eleventh, viz. “ to enter 
the time of his return,” the following words are to be 
inſerted— and ſhall tarry till he ſee it entered.” 

Law XVIII. Chap. IV is repealed, and the follow- 
ing enacted in its ſtead, viz. Whereas crimes, miſde- 
meanors, and inſults of various kinds, may be com- 
mitted, which by the College Laws ſubjett the offend- 
ers to divers puniſhments, and ſo many Students may 
be Actors in, or Abettors of the ſame, that it may be in- 

expedient to puniſh all concerned; and whereas there 
may be caſes, in which the ſituation or circumſtances 
of the offender, or the diſpoſition of thoſe around him 
to withhold the evidence m their power, may ſcreen 
him againſt detection; in either of the preceding caſ- 
es, it ſhall be lawful for the Preſident, Profeffors and 


Tutors 
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Tutors to ſeleft ſuch, and ſo many of the offenders for 
puniſhment, by fine, ef e — — ſuſpen- 
ſion, ruſtication, or expulſion, as may be neceſſary to 
ſecure good order; due regard being had, in all ſuch 
of the offence, and to the general 
behavior of the -perſons thus ſe.

In the ſecond line of the ſecond Section the word. 
& Friday”, immediately preceding the words“ be- 
fore the Fall, Winter, and Spring Vacations“ is to be 
ruck out, and the word 40 day“ inſerted in its place. 

Law XX. Chap. VIill 

In the third and fourth line of page 53, theſe words 
the Tueſday or Wedneſday” are to be ſtruck 
out, and theſe words, viz. - ſome day of the week”, 
to be inſerted in their place. 

To Law III Chap. X the following addition is 
made, viz, Every one to whom a part is aſſigned, 
ſhall be obliged to lodge in the hands of.the Preſide nt, 
or other Officer appointed to preſide on Commence- 
ment day (in caſe of the. Preſident's ſickneſs or abſence) * 
a fair copy of his performance; and for neglett, he 
ſhall be fined a ſum not leſs than five, nor more than 
ten dollars, or ſhall ſuffer ſuch other College pwniſh- 
ment, as the aggravation of the offence may require. 
Said copies ſhall be delivered to the Preſident, or pre- 
ſiding Officer, five days, at leaſt, previous to the twen- 
ty firſt day of June. But ſhould any one be prevent- 
ed from preparing and delivering a copy, at that time, 
the Preſident, or preſiding Officer, judging the excuſe 
to be valid, ſhall appoint another day; but any one, 
who has becxr thus prevented, ſhall be obliged to deliv- 
er a copy, one week, at leaſt, previous to Commence- 
ment day. If any one ſhall make additions to what is 
contained in-the copy delivered by him to the Preſi- 
dent or other preſiding Officer; or ſhalt preſume to
